TOKIO, July 11.—The massing of the American fleet in the 


Pacific, about which American papers have appealed to Marquis 
Ito for an opinion, it semi-officially discussed by Ito's administra- 
tion organ today. The paper says: 


"We cannot help feeling some misgiving with regard to the 


significance of the intended massing of American battleships in the 
Pacific, especially in view of the grandiose announcement attributed 


to President Roosevelt to the effect that the navy would furnish the 
world with a startling demonstration of America's 
defensive 


capacity. 


"It is difficult for us to accept the assurance that the coming 


maneuvers do not possess any connection whatever with the Japa- 
nese-American situation. 


"We regret that Washington thinks it necessary to take what 


resembles a precautionary measure. 


"However, we are not disposed to attach serious importance to 


this matter and have no inclination to doubt the President's sin- 
cerity in assuring the peaceful nature of the proposed maneuvers. 


"Neither have we the slightest doubt of the pacific and friendly 


sentiments of the American government. The people toward whom 
Japan's blame is probably due are the irresponsible sections of both 
nations."

Percy Cousins and Anna Grady were 


each sentenced to serve six months in 
the coutaty jail for vagrancy by Police 
Judge Smith this morning.

To remedv this and, as Bull says, to do 
away with onsiderable Inconvenience and 
unnecessarj tearing up of streets, he ad- 
•vocates two seweis in each street, these 
to be laid in the sidewalk area.

would do .iway with troubles now en- 
countered md give better service.

speaking-

this plan Inspector Bull! 
clearly set* forth Us advantages 
and 
snows that In the long run the expense 
is no greater, while its benefits are be- 
yond comparison. 


THINKS IT FAILURE. 


"I think that the center of the street 
sewer proposition in certain sections is a 
failure, 
said he. "I do not know, but I 
think it is -,0 in all cases when the con- 
dition of tte streets Is considered. Take- 
ope of the center of the street sewers 
down in Vv'est Berkeley, for instance 
There is a slight fall to clear the curb 
when connecting with the main sewer 
from a hei.se, but from the curb to the- 
sewer ther* Is a rise, and here is where 
the trouble comes in.

AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


MRS.H.HJOHNSON ARRIVES 


ASHES OF HUSBAND 


SAILS ALONE 


FROM ENGLAND 


Death Came Quickly 


to Bridegroom 


Attorney. 


BERKELEY, July 11.—Mrs. Hlkna 


Johnson arrived 
from England last 


night, bringing with her the ashes of 
her late husband, Attorney Harry H. 
Johnson, who was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident near Banbury. Eng- 
land, last month. Mrs. Johnson made 
the trip from England alone, although 
she was met in New York city by Mr. 
Darrow, a friend of Mr. Johnson's, and 
In Oakland by her father and mother, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. W. Jones, of North 
Berkeley. 
On account of the Illness of Mrs. 


Johnson, there has been no arrange- 
ments made for the funeral services, 
but these will be under direction of 
the Masonic bodies, of which Mr. John- 
son was a member. 


DEATH WAS SWIFT. 


In speaking of the accident last night 


Mrs. Johnson said there was nothing 
more to be told, the press having given 
the entire story. Mr. Johnson never 
recovered consciousness after the au- 
tomobile overturned, and died in 
a 
short tlm« after being taken from un- 
der the machine. Mrs. Johnson "was 
slightly injured. 
Their 
companions, 


Mr. and Mrs. Blake, of Philadelphia, 
also were injured, but recovered and 
returned to their home. 


Members of the American legation 
in London were very attentive to Mrs. 
Johnson after the accident, helping in 
every -way to arrange for her return to 
America. 


WIFE MUCH AFFECTED. 


"You must have pity for me," said 


she, "ana understand how Inexpress- 
ibly grieved I have been since that fa- 
tal trip. Three days after-we arrived 
in London we started to go from Ox- 
ford to Stratford-on-Avon In an auto- 
mobile. 


"The auto upset and my husband 
was so badly hurt that he died. I can- 
not expect any one to understand what 
this terrible blow means to me," and 
for a moment she wept silently. 


MRS. H. H. JOHNSON. 


"It means that everything I had to 
live for is" swept away from me, and" 
there Is nothing left for me to do now 
but to go home to my people. That Is 
all I have thought of, save my grief 
for my husband—to get home, home— 
I cannot get home quickly enough. 


URN ON MANTEL. 


"Please don't ask me to tell any 


more about It. It is all so painfully 
fresh in my mind, the recollection la 
so frightful, so horrible, "£ cannot speak 
of it." 


On the mantel shelf of her pretty 
sitting room was the little urn, bear- 
ing mute testimony to the tragedy that 
wrecked the second honeymoon. 
"We were so happy1," she continued, 


averting her face to hide the tears that 
filled here eyes. "So happy together, 
we stopped at this hotel in May, on our 
•way abroad. I liftle thought then that 
I would com* home alone. 
"Thank you for your sympathy. I 


know you are sorry for me, but I fear 
I am not interested in anything any 
more; and perhaps I am so absorbed 
in my own grief that I forgot that 
there are ktnd hearts and thoughts In 
the world, that people are not heart- 
less, but that I am heartbroken, that's 
all."

The convention of thirty tklegattm from the labor and coot- 


t •Mfeial organizations of the city, to be selected in accordance 
H^rith an apportionment made in the/Dtt*rict Attorney's cifftce, is 
Opected to endorse the elevatio* of Charles Boxton, a confessed 
bribe-taker, to the mayoralty'. The convention will also be called 
oa to ratify the continuance in offke of a band of bobdlers, who 
should be wearing stripes in San Quentin. 
. 


It is a loathsome task that the graft prosecution has set for 


tb* commercial and labor bodies. Had the convention called to 
(ire sanction to a shameful bargain between justice and thieves 
been authorized to nominate successors to the self-confessed bood- 
itfs in the Board of Supervisors, the task would bate been less, 
Torching and the promise of public benefit more definite. 
But 


apparently the purpose is to continue the control of the legislative 
department of the city in the hands of subservient grafters. Shoujd 
th« representatives of the labor and commercial organizations agree 
upon a man to succeed to the mayoralty seat denied by Boxton, he 
night not prove docile and obedient, in which case the political conf 
trol would escape those who have seized it. Hence a government 
by good dogs is apparently deemed essential to civic decency and 
political purity. 


Will the commercial and labor organizations give a certificate 


of good conduct to the parties who promoted Boxton to the mayor's 
chair and the deal wkh boodlers by which it -was consummated? 
Mayhap those bodies may hold different ideas in regard to decency 
and propriety. It is not a question of Schmitz now. It is a question 
of Boxton and Gallagher and all they represent. It is a question 
of honor and dishonor, of taw, of justice, of self-respect. 
Civic 


bodies are likely to revolt against taking a program which means 
an endorsement of Box ton's election and the continuance of Gal- 
lagher and his boodling associates in their tenure as Supervisors. 


The commercial bodies may be disposed' to ask why they are 


called on now to take the stink of the graft prosecution when a 
abort time ago the graft prosecution treated them with contumely 
and contempt. The Committee of Seven was put under ban by 
Messrs. Heney, Spreckels and I^angdon as unworthy of public con- 
fidence or association with the graft prosecutors. 
They were de- 


nounced as the agents of corruptionists.- Subsequently the Com- 
mittee of Ten was subjected to similar treatment. They were sent 
to the right about as meddlers and suspicious characters. 


But the case is different now. Somebody is wanted to clean up 


after the graft prosecution, to take the curse off and give a vote of 


1 confidence to a curious dicker between the ministers of justice and 


I » band of reeking rascals, who display a phenomenal effrontery in 


the face of the exposure of their numerous crimes. 


The convention may conclude that the spirit of public decency is, 


embodied in the statutes and the State Constitution rather than in 
'any program arranged in secret and presented to it for ratification. 


Article XX, Section 2, of the Constitution of California pro- 


vides: 


"Laws shall be made to exclude from office . -. . persons con- 


victed of bribery," etc. 


Section 165 of the Penal Code provides that persons convicted 


of bribery shall be imprisoned in the State's prison. The section 
further provides as a punishment that "upon 
conviction thereof 


shall, in addition to said punishment, forfeit his office, be disen- 
franchised and forever disqualified from holding any public office 
or' trust." 
. 
' 


Other laws make compounding a felony a penal offense. 
Here 


we have felonies compounded and bribe-takers kept in office and 
even promoted to higher office despite the mandate of the Constitu- 
tion and the laws enacted by the Legislature. Truly the Convention 
of Thirty has.been apportioned to a ve*ry nasty and thankless job. 


THE SAN FRANCISCO SITUATION 


By an oversight the crowd that cheered the sentence of Schmitz 


was not on hand to cheer the election of Boxton. 


The progress of civic decency in San Francisco is illustrated by 


the election of Boxton one night and his going on the stand next 
day to testify that he is a bribe-taker. 


The Hochi, the Japanese newspaper that printed the alleged 


interview with Admiral Sakamoto, in which the admiral was quoted 
as saying American naval officers are brilliant social figures but de- 
ficient in professional training and -practice, and that the crews of 
American ships would retreat rather than fight Japan, has retracted. 
Doubtless it did so under official pressure. It is not stated in the 
dispatches that the interview is admitted to be spurious. Probably 
it was authentic in the sense that Admiral Sakamoto 
made the 


statements attributed to him, but did so in private conversation not 
intended for publication. If such views as those attributed to him 
are general in Japan there is mischief afoot. 


The War Scare From the Hague. 


The London Telegraph has been compelled to disavow the 


foolish and mischievous statements of its Hague correspondent. 
Unfortunately the story he set afloat will keep going, to b* the 
•ubject of much misinformed and some malicious comment.

The Telegraph's correspondent said Japan had been address- 


ing categorical notes to the State Department, and hjyl informed 
the Washington government that if it could not control California 
Japan would be compelled to deal with this State itself. Naturally 
these statements provoked astonishment abroad and indignation in 
this country. They placed the Ignited States in a humiliating atti- 
tude and plainly suggested the imminence of war. Japan, on the 
other hand, was depicted as arrogantly dictating to the President 
and his Cabinet the domestic policy of this nation.

ing in technical truth, they are given a verisimilitude by the tone 
erf the Japanese press and by the attitude of the Japanese consols 
ia the Pacific Coast cities.

TWO-STEP IS NO LONGER 


A FAD, SAYS PROFESSOR 


Dancers Demoralized fry Rag-Time and 


Comparatively Few Are Familiar 


With the Waltz. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 11.—"Anyone i 


can dance a two-step, but only the 
trained, practical dancer' can waltz," 
said Professor Sol Asher, the ve^ran 
dancing master. "The day of the two- 
step is gone; it has died out. People 
are-beginning to realize that the waltz 
is the dance of refinement. At present, 
even at the seashore, the dances are 
the wait* and the varsovlenne, and for 
children's fancy dancing <he german. 


"Is there as much dancing now as 


formerly?" reminiscently spoke the 
master, "Tes, and many times more. 
There are today fifty-odd dancing mas- 
ters in Philadelphia, whereas twenty- 
five years ago, when I began in the 
business, there were Just two. To be 
sure, the population 
has Increased 


greatly In that time, but not as greatly 
as the number of teachers. 
Besides 


these, there are the teachers In schools, 
of which every boarding-school has 
one, and a great number of private 
teachers, who go about in houses and 
little neighborhood circles and teach 
the art. 


RAG-TIME DEMORALIZING. 


"Yet, in all these years, with occa- 


sional diversions to this, that or the 
other fad, temporarily Indulged, the 
great test of a dancer's education has 
been the waltz. The waltz Is the onlj 
dance which permits of the natural re- 
verse, thus equalizing tho exercise on 
both sides of the body; there is no such 
thing as the reverse in the two-step. 
Between the two-step and rag-time 
music the average dancers were about 
demoralized for a 
time, but society 


never gave way; it adhered Sast to the 
real dance." 


Dancing is, perhaps, more general In 


society now, as Professor Asher says, 
.nan at any prevlous*time, there being 
a dozen or more dancing classes where 
a single class not so many years ago 
covered the social field. These classes 
are really weekly social functions of; 
considerable consequence, affording a 
meeting place for chaperons as well a» 
for youths and buds. There are usual- 
ly simple refreshments and much mer- 
riment. But in the homes the dance 
has been cultivated to a greater ex- 
tent than anywhere else, and where 
there is a piano there, too, is dancing. 
Nor is it confined to the welt-to'-do. 
The simple lives of the working classes 
are brightened by it, and In every part 
of town and in many a country house 
the melody of the dance and the ani- 
mated feel of the 
dancers are 
fre- 


quently heard. 


REFERENCES OF OLD. 


"What, perhaps, makes people- Im- 


agine there was more dancing In,the 
olden days than there Is now is the f>ct 
that in those times when people danoed 
they deemed it a matter worth record- 
ing in diaries or letters 
Tho result 


is that suoh of those records as havo 
come down to us are certain, to con- 
tain a reference to the fact that the 
diarist 'danced' and 'drank tea.' Now- 
adays dancing Is so common among 
all classes that no one would think of 
recording it any more than they would 
the tea-drinking. In those days tea was 
worth $20 a pound, and a 'tea' was,Cult- 
urally a function only for tho rich. 
Now tea may be bought for a trifle, 
and everybody may drink It. Exactly 
the same thing IB true of dancing," ad- 
ded the professor.

so-called "colore4 Mks" of Phlladelpha 
persist in wearing antlers, «lks' teeth 
and. other Insignia of the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks during the 
big convention here 'July 15-20, It Is 
probable that they will hasten a legal 
battle which will undoubtedly b* ao- 
thoriaed by the grand lodge. 
Moreover, it ta likely that any osten- 
tattoua display on the part of th* "col- 
ored Elks" may provoke violence, for 
th* Elks, both North and South, have 
been greatly annoyed by the imitation 
order, aad the southern delegation* in 
particular might make a personal mat- 
ter of It If they were to see a negro 
wearing emblems of the order. 
One of the first questions whicBtn* 
grand lodge will take up when H opens 
for business will have to do with a plan 
of campaign against the negro imlta- 


Fbr the last eighteen months the Elks 
have been busy disclaiming any affilia- 
tion wth the "Improved Benevolent 
Protective Order of Elks of the World," 
which is the name the negroes have 
given to their organisation, 


STOLE SOME OF RITUAL, 


fa some clandestine manner th* ne- 
groes actually have .succeeded in get- 
ting hold of some of the ritualistic work haDpenca. 
of the Elks, patterning their own Inl- liat>v 
tatory ceremony after it. 
Although 


not the chief reason, this was one of 
the reasons that prompted the Elks to 
adopt a new ritual, which went into 
effect last January. 
Not content with stealing the name 
and the ritual, the negroes went further 
and adopted all the emblems. 
They 
also organized a grand lodge, and in 
every detail imitated to the best of 
their ability the Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Ord*r of Elks, which is com- 
posed exclusively of white men who are 
citizens of the United States or Us pos- 
session*. 
So persistently have they endeavored 
to provoke ft conflict that lit many 
States laws have been passed making It 
a penal offense to appropriate or copy 
the Insignia of a secret society. Such a 
Jaw was passed by the legislature of 
Pennsylvania at Its last session. 


THE LAW. 


V This law affects negro Masons, as 


•well as negro Elks. 
It provides: 
"That it shall be unlawful and Is 
hereby expressly prohibited, for any 
person, firm, association, society, order 
or organization, or any officer, agent, 
representative or employe thereof, or 
person acting or pretending to act on 
behalf thereof, to, in any newspaper or 
other publication published in this 
State, or In any letter, writing, circu- 
lar, paper, pamphlet or other written or 
printed notice, matter or device, or by 
word of mouth, without the authority 
of the grand lodge, hereinafter men- 
tioned, fraudulently HS<? or in any man- 
ner, directlly or indirectly, to aid in the 
use of the name or title of any secret 
fraternal association, society, order or 
t organisation, which has had a grand 
lodge having jurisdiction in this com- 
monwealth for ten years or longer; or 
to imitate such name or title so nearly 
resembling it as to be calculated,to de- 
ceive; or to wear or use,, or aid m the 
•wearing or use .of, 8j»jr- eenbleni. badge,- 
button, device; er hwtgnte, fc-a-utfttjently 


. or -with .th<* intern-to deceive; 'or to, 
without tho authority of the grand 
lodge aforesaid, publish, sell, lend, give 
away, circulate or distribute any letter, 
writing, cii-cular, paper, pamphlet or 
other written or printed notice, matter 
or device, directly or indirectly adver- 
tising for. ur soliciting members or ap- 
• plications lor, membership in such se- 
7 cret fraternal association, society, order 
or organization, or In any alleged or 
pretended association, society, order 
or organisation, using or designated or 
claimed to be designated or known by, 
such title, or imitation or resemblance 
thereof: or who therein * » • of- 
fer* to sell * * * or to communi- 
cate or to give information * • * as 
where, 
how • * • or by 
what 
means, any alleged pretended degrees 
or * * * secret work of such fra- 
ternal 
association • * • can or 
may be obtained. • * • And any 
such letter • * * shall be deemed 
presumptive proof of the fraudulent 
character of the scheme therein referred 
to and of an Intent to violate this act. 


' IMPRISONMENT AND FINES. 
The law further provides a maximum 
punishment of three years' imprison- 
ment and a maximum fine of $1000, or 
both imprisonment and fine, for a vio- 
lation of the act. 
In several other States, where simi- 
lar laws have been passed, test cases 
have been brought, resulting In the vin- 
dication of the rights of the legitimate 
order of Klk» and the suppression of 
the Initiation negro order. 
Only a week or two ago the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia handed down 
a decision sustaining the action of thci 
Court of 
Common Pleas of 
Maeon. 


which refused to grant a charter to 
one of 
the "colored ,Elks' " lodges.
